Northern Leaf Blight Has Hurt 
13 Per Cent of Illinois Corn 


URBANA—A University of Il- 


linois survey shows that an aver- 
age of 13 per cent of the total 
leaf surface on corn plants has 
been damaged to some extent 
by northern leaf blight. 


J C Hackleman, college of ag- 


riculture agronomist, made the 
survey among hybrid seed corn 
growers 
Replies were received 


from 25 counties 


Hackleman estimates that the 


damage will mean an average 
state-wide loss of only two to five 
bushels an acre. This contrasts 
sharply with predictions of a 50 
per cent cut in production when 
the fungus disease first appeared 
in mid-August Naturally in the 
hardest hit fields losses will ex- 
ceed two to five bushels 


Logan county 
suffered 
most 


from the disease, 25 per cent of 
the area of the corn leaves show- 
ing light, medium or heavy dam- 
age. Next" came McLean county 
with 23% per cent, Morgan 23 per 
cent, Hancock 18 per cent, Adams 
17 per cent and Douglas 15 per 
cent. In the other 19 counties 
damage was less than 15 per cent. 
Grundy county and others to the 
north showed the lightest damage

located on highly fertile soil and 
received' plenty of moisture dur- 
ing- the season

Cost of Gains 
Makes Risk pf 
Beef Feeding 


Cattle calculations. Many farm- 


ers are 
buying feeder 
cattle 


(calves and yearlings) at prices 
averaging around $40 a hundred 
pounds They may have to sell 
them at about $5 less that figure 
What will they make or lose on 
such a deal' How will the results 
compare with those from more 
normal price relationships, as, for 
example, from buying feeders at 
520 and selling the fat cattle for 
$25. 


Many farmers—perhaps most of 


them—would say they would be 
better of by buying at $20 and 
selling at $25 But the answer de- 
pends largely on costs of gams in 
the feedlot. Let's do a little figur- 
ing- 


In most feedlots this year, costs 


of gams will probably range be- 
tween $20 and $30 a hundred 
pounds So let's use the mid-figure 
of $25 for our calculations Let's 
suppose, too. that for every 100 
pounds of feeder cattle we buy 
we will put on 100 pounds of gain 
01 the feedlot. 


If we could buy feeders at $20 


a hundredweight and add 100 
pounds of gam for $25, we would 
have a cost of $45 for each 200 
pounds of cattle to be sold With 
the sale price at $25, this 200 


pounds would briny $50. With re- 
ceipts of $50 and costs of $45 we 
would have a gain of $5 on each 
200 pounds of cattle marketed 


Figures Invented 


But now the figures are invert- 


ed. We pay around $40 for feeder 
cattle, and we may have to sell 
our fat cattle for $35. With feeder 
costs at $40 and costs of gams 
at $25, our total costs will be 
$65 for each 200 pounds of fat 
cattle produced. If the selling 
price is $35 a hundredweight, our 
return for 200 pounds will be $70. 
With a return of $70 and costs of 
$65, our gain is $5 for each 200 
pounds of cattle to be sold. 


The gam is therefore the same 


under either set of purchase and 
sale prices. 


Profit Depends on Cot>ts 


The important point is that in 


either case the actual pi of it will 
depend on costs of gains in the 
feedlot. If costs of gains rise to 
$30, our profit is wiped out. Costs 
above $30 will bring losses with 
either set of purchase and sale 
prices 


Perhaps you do not like our 


figures. That suits us fine We 
hope you will use your own cost 
figures. 


Costs of gains can be kept low 


by feeding for large gains in 
weight rather than for quick fat- 
tening. Many farmers keep costs 
of gains low by wintering their 
cattle on low-cost silage and hay, 
pasturing on good pastures dur- 
ing the spring and summer, and 
finishing with a short grain feed 
during the late summer or fall. 


Again we emphasize the impor- 


tance of keeping, costs low, be- 
cause increasing supplies fo beef 
and the OPS together seem likely 
to prevent much increase in prices

Incentive Bonus 


After talking with Cunning- 


ham, the man now expects to add 
incentive bonus payments of two 
cents a bushel to his head man 
and I3/-! cents to each of the other 
two men This rate will be the 
same for corn, soybeans, wheat 
and oats and will be paid at har- 
vest time for each crop 


A big livestock farmer in west- 


central Illinois plans to pay his 
hired men the going wage in 1952, 
plus a bonus of 50 cents for each 
100 pounds of pork and beef pro- 
duced and three cents for each 
bushel of gram harvested. 


The bonus for grain will be the 


same for all crops and will be 
paid at harvest time The bonus 
on livestock will be paid at the 
end of the year. 


In each of these cases the hired 


men are furnished modern homes 
for their families.

Security Information Order 
Endangers Freedom of Press 


• President Truman made some fine promises when he 


decreed minimum standards for controlling security informa- 
tion in the various executive agencies. In fact, he almost 
made it sound as if this were his gift to the press on the oc- 
casion of National Newspaper Week. 


He disclaimed any intent to impose censorship on legiti- 


mate news. ' The order should result, he said, in a greater 
tather than a lesser flow, of information to the public. In a 
letter to department lieads, Mr. Truman wrote: 


"These regulations are designed to keep security infor- 


mation away from potential enemies and must not be used to 
withhold non-security information or to cover up mistakes 
made by any official or employe of the government." 


Noble words, Mr. President But the proof will be in the 


doing. And the record of government in the last decade or 
•o does not encourage the hope that these pledges will be 
kept.,

The new order goes to the heart of a difficult problem: 


how to find a wise course between necessary secrecy and the 
publicity governmental affairs must have in a democracy. 
Too often these days, any doubts are resolved in favor of 
•eerecy. » _ 


Sometimes this is done in sincere desire to avoid erring 


by giving a potential enemy too much information. Com- 
monly, however, some high official or minor functionary em- 
«i««. the magic word "security" as a cloak for blunders or 


tl shenanigans. The bureaucrat's instinct for self-pro- 
makes the temptation to cover up well nigh irresis- 
tible. 


War and the threat of war have made some kind of se- 


curity system for information inescapable since 1940. There 
eanbgnp question but that this ready protective device has 
contributed substantially to the tendency of government to 
tell the people less and less abou its operations. 


Thia is not to say that we therefore can have no security 
standards. Quite evidently, with Communist espionage a 
grave reality, we need safeguards in any department that 
touches in any fashion the defense of this country 
*

* 


But those standards must be sharply defined, so that 


rumbling officials may not hide behind their ambiguous 
phrasing. It is dubious whether present standards—the 
sanM ones long applied to state and defense departments— 
are spelled put sufficiently. 


Nor is it certain that adequate appeals procedure exists. 


TO« White House says anyone dissatisfied with the handling 
of a particular bit of information may complain to the ap- 
propriate department head. What assurance is this that im- 
properly withheld information would be released? 


Weaknesses of this sort should be corrected speedily. 
As a larger token of good faith, Mr. Truman should ad- 


here strictly to his promise that the National Security Coun- 
ril shaH maintain a continuing review of security classifica- 
tion activities. The council can do much to prevent or mini- 
mise abuses of the security machinery.

Earlv Diagnosis Essential 
• '

In Treating Eye Disease 


By EDWD* P. JORDAN, M. O. 


"My doctor has just told me 


that I have glaucoma," writes 
Mrs. R. T. "This frightens me 
terribly because I am afraid it 
might lead to blindness. Is that 
true?" 


Assuming that Mrs. R. T. has 


an early case of glaucoma, she 
has good reason to be concerned 
but should not be alarmed. Glau- 
coma is indeed a serious disease 
of the eyes and is believed to be 
responsible for complete blindness 
of about twenty thousand people 
in the United States alone, and 
the loss of vision in one eye of, 
perhaps, one hundred and fifty 
thousand more. 


But this is not the whole story 


because most of the difficulty 
could have been prevented if diag- 
nosis had been made early and 
treatment started promptly. 


There are medicines available 


which are extremely effective in 
most cases of acute glaucoma. The 
drugs may have to be taken for a 
long time, but this is a lot better 
than losing the eyesight. S6me- 
times an operation is necessary to 
preserve sight. The several oper- 
ations used for glaucoma all have 
the purpose of making new paths 
for the drainage of the eye fluids. 


The most characteristic sign of 


glaucoma is increased pressure 
within the eye itself. This leads 
to a hardening of the eyebalL An 
acute attack usually begins with 
severe pain in one eye, slight 
swelling of the eyelids with water- 
ing of the eye and infection of the 
yeball which looks like a general 
inflammation 01 the eye. 


There is, of course, considerable 


loss of vision and the increased 
liardness of the eyeball can usual- 
ly be easily felt. The pain is ex- 
tremely severe and often is felt 
al' through the head. The hard- 
ness of the eye is caused by block- 
age of the flow of fluids within 
the eye so that liquid accumulates 
in the eyeball. 
FOUR TYPES 


Some doctors like to divide glau- 


coma (except those types coming 
from injury or disease elsewhere 
in the body) into four varieties: 
the acute inflammatory, the chron- 
ic inflammatory, the "absolute" 
and the chronic simple type. The 
acute inflammatory type of glau- 
coma is largely restricted to peo- 
ple between the ages of 35 and 
70, and is somewhat more common 
among women than men. 


Because of its great danger to 


sight, glaucoma is a disease which 
must not be neglected. Each pa- 
tient must have the special care 
which his particular case demands. 
Failure to follow advice or to con- 
tinue 
conscientiously 
with 
the 


medicines or other treatments rec- 
ommended may result in blind- 
ness. It is of the utmost impor- 
tance to make an parly diagnosis 
of glaucoma.

honor is utterly unknown to him as an influence on human conduct- 


We can understand that, in x'iew of his- political origins and 


his intimate and affectionate association for many years with one 
of the foulest crooks in our political history. Thus far we have 
caught none of our Supreme court men accepting a ham or a mink 
coat for wife although several of them were venal fellows before they 
landed there. But many bureaucrats have been terrible racketeers and 
by no means all of them have been exposed yet. 


Wendell Willkie was the first one to offer a proposal of this 


kind, but his intent was only to needle F. D. Roosevelt and those 
members of his family who had hopped onto the gravy train soon 
after the first inauguration, including Roosevelt's wife and kids, with 
the possible exception of Johnny, and a whole slew of parasitic in- 
laws and cousins.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Follow Rules for More Fun 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


"How 
many canastas do you 


need to go out in two-handed Ca- 
nasta?" asks a Chicago corre- 
spondent. 
"I've heard a lot of 


other things about this game, but 
the number of canastas seems al- 
ways to be left out.'1 


The game is played in two or 


three different 
forms 
and the 


number of canastas you need to 
meld out varies in these differ- 
ent forms. Maybe that's why this 
point hasn't been discussed for a 
time. 


In the most widely played type 


of two-handed canasta you need 
two canastas to meld out. 
In 


this game, you draw two cards 
from the stockpile at a time in- 
stead of the normal one card. 
You discard only one 
card, so 


that your hand increases by one 
card at each turn (unless you 
happen to take the discard pile 
instead). 


In the early days of canasta 


you were allowed to draw only 
one card at a time. Some people 
followed the rule that you need 
only one canasta to go out. These 
games developed into a race to 
meld out. Other players followed 
:he rule that you need two canas- 
tas to go out. In these games, 
one player usually took the first 
discard pile and controlled the 
pile from then on while hJj op- 


ponent just sat and suffered. 


There are even 
some people- 


who insist on three canastas be- 
fore you can meld out. (This is, 
of course, in the game m which 
you draw two cards at a time 
from the stock pile ) ) 
You have 


to be very economical with your 
wild cards in this gatr.c since if 
you use too many for your first 
canasta you may never be able to 
complete a second or a third ca- 
nasta. 
A good player will very 


seldom use three wild cards in a 
canasta, and he'll struggle before 
he uses even two. 


So there you are. It's possible 


to play two-handed canasta in a 
variety of ways. Pirk the game 
that you like, and play it that 
way until you feel like changing. 
I recommend the game in which 
you need two canastas and in 
which you draw two cards at a 
time from the stock pilr. That's 
the "official" gamp, and in my 
opinion it yields the most lasting 
satisfaction.

When Bob Allen was 23, he fell in love. 


His mother said, "She's pretty; but why doesn't she dress more 


quietly?" A little later, she said, "Not play bridge? My, what kind 
of people does Sue come from?" Still later she said, "Suppose you 
were wrong on the name of the chairman of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee. Girls who argue over politics with men can't have much re- 
spect for their opinions." 


Bob married Sue. Their first serious quarrel was over the pur 


chase of a yellow dress he thought was too "loud." Their tenth on 
was over Bob's accusation that Sue was using the baby as an excuse to 
give up her bridge lessons. 


Their final break-up seemed due to a conflict over money matters. 


It was really due to Bob's conviction that wives who don't share all 
their husbands' opinions don't love or respect them. 


If criticism of the people our children want to marry prevented 


their marrying. It might make sense, so far as we are concerned. It 
seldom does. Instead, it drives them into marriage. Then it makes 
their adjustment to marriage difficult and sometimes impossible. 


We take a grave responsibility when we assume the right to de- 


cide who is the right or wrong person for our child to marry. Like 
Mrs. Allen, we may discover that we have misjudged the person whom 
we have criticized. 
^ 
Sometimes we can discover it too late. Bob had been divorced ano 


become an alcoholic when his mother realized that the girl she thought 
was the "wrong" wife for her son had been the "right" one after all. 


In their 20's, children are not nearly so independent of our opin- 


ions as they—and we—like to believe 
Our criticism of their choices 


of husbands and wives carries the weight of years of shared experi- 
ence, affection and trust 
When the honeymoon raptures are over, 


faults that would otherwise appear small and unimportant can loom 
discouragingly large through the magnifying lens of our disapproval 
and prejudice. 
THE QUIET SUPPORT OF LOVE 
If we have criticized the boys and girls our children marry, they 


may secretly hold us partly responsible when their marriages fail 


If our judgment is correct, and our son or daughter has chose 


the wrong person to love, criticism is still unwise. 
\ 


Finding fault with the girl a son loves forces him to an impas- 


sioned defense of her. To show us how wrong we are, he inflates and 
exaggerates her good qualities while he justifies and hides her bad 
ones 
Our criticism distracts his attention and fails in its purpose. 


It is not easy to hold a fear in check when we believe Mary or 


Buck is about to make a marriage mistake. But if our love is bigger 
than our fear, we will do precisely that. s 
We will not stir up doubts of his ability to solve his problem 


wiselv. We will not inflame him with resentment against us so that 
he seeks reassurance and understanding elsewhere. 
We will not 


arouse violent feelings toward us when he is already struggling with 
violent ones about somebody else. We will hold our tongues, giving 
him all the quiet support our love can muster. 


If he does not marry, our attitude will win his gratitude and m 


creased respect. If he marries, and his marriage fails, he will not blame 
us. If he marries, and his marriage succeeds, we shall have earned 
the right to the love of our two children.

At Quarter 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


government wound up the first 
quarter of this fiscal year $2,614,- 
986,764 in the red—biggest single 
quarter deficit in history except 
in all-out war years. 


Defense spending was one big 


reason. The treasury today re- 
ported defense outlays from July 
1 to Oct. 1 amounted to $9,232,- 
000.000 compared with only $3,- 
594,000.000 for the same period 
last year. 


This year's first quarter deficit 


compares with a net surplus of 
$296,347,044 at this time last year, 
after the first full quarter of the 
Korean war. 


Total spending for the past 


three months jumped to 514,988,- 
766,353, compared with cash out- 
lays of $9,048,608,072 in the first 
quarter last year. 


Income from taxes and other 


sources amounted to $12.373,779,- 
588 in the first quarter this year, 
an increase over last year's figure 
of $9,344,955,117. 


The biggest previous first quar- 


ter deficit, except for war years, 
was $1,756,321.484 two years ago. 
That 1949 deficit, until now, was 
the only first-quarter 
led ink 


entry since World War II days.

COACH LON SCOFIELD 
They learn the easy way. 


One of t*e contributing causes to the overwhelming 


defeat of DtaM'a football team In Sterling the other evening 
was a notable lack of solM tackling. 
BEFORE WE SAT more about this let us make one thing clear. 


Sterling'* backs were running hard 
and low. They didn't always pre- 
sent a - clear tarket for the Dixon 
defenders. 


But, ideally, good tackier* are 


supposed to stop any runner they 
can get in front of, and Sterling's 
backs were not so elusive they did 
hot offer some kind of a mark for 
the Dixon boys. 


IT IS WITH this thought in mind 


that we report on the activities 
that transpired Monday afternoon 
on the Dixon high school practice 
field. It was at this time that Mr. 
Lon Scofield, Dixon line coach, de- 
cided to teach a few tackling fun- 
damentals to the reserve linemen 
on the varsity squad, many of whom 
will return next year for first- 
string duty. 


Perhaps you will say the starters could use a few of the 


same lessons after watching Sterling shred Dixon's defenses 
for 889 yards along the ground last week. 
Perhaps they 


could, but Coach Sam Owens discovered after Bennie Roe 
and John Weltzel were injured recently that he just can't 
take the chance of bringing more hurts In practice to a start- 
ing lineup that doesn't have much reserve strength behind it. 


THAT WAS SCOFIELD'S job Monday—to search out some hard- 


hitting boys who will be able to spell the regulars through the rest 
of the season 
We think he did a good job of it. 


There is only one way *o teach a boy how to tackle. 


That is through "live" tackling practice, a form of mayhem 
it is true, but one designed to separate the defensive men 
from the boys. 


SUCH A DRILL is rather brutal. It consists of several backs 


lined up on one side of a marked spot and several linemen standing 
opposite them. 


A back is handed a football and instructed to run hard 


and straight over the marked spot. The lineman opposite 
him is instructed to tackle the back head-on at the marked 
spot. Both get a running start of some four or five yards. 
The back is not supposed to try to elude the tackier. 


The thud sometimes is terrific. It is a drill the coaches 


hope adoring mothers will not watch, lest the squad suddenly 
shrink the next day through parental orders. 


YET, WE REPEAT, this is the only way any football player can 


learn how to tackle. It's a bit like the infantry's infiltration course 
drill, hi which new soldiers first hear the sound .of live lead .singing 
over their heads. They learn to keep their heads low—but quick; 
they team how to crawl on their bellies beneath the machine-gun fire 
because they have to learn—or die. 


And so it is with tacklers. They soon learn that the 


easiest way to keep from being injured while tackling Is to 
hit the runner squarely and forcefully. They learn that arm 
'tackles are an invitation to shoulder injuries. They learn 
that shutting the eyes before contact brings nothing but a 
futile miss or a head full of cobwebs after head-on contact 
with the runner's knees- 


LEARNING TO TACKLE is a bit like learning to dive. Before 


«be first div« there is a natural fear or reluctance to take the initial 
plunge. Until the tackier makes his first solid tackle, he is natur- 
ally uneasy about this phase of the game. 
This isn't necessarily a 


matter of lacking courage; it is a matter of becoming adjusted to a 
new process. Some players never become good tacklers; other* catch 
on quickly and derive great pleasure from tackling for.the rest of 
their playing days. 


Getting back to Monday's practice, Scofield found at least 
three reserves who will be seeing more defensive action in 
future Dixon games if they continue to tackle with the au- 
thority they showed hi this bruising drill. They are Wayne 
Akerman (who has been hampered with an injured knee), 
Ron Conderman and Bill Anderson. 


AS FOR THE rest of the boys who participated, well, they at 


least got a good night's sleep after it was ail over.

Stockpile Eyed 


But as the first snow is reported 


in the Rockies, the nation has fuel 
stockpiles equal to 70 days supply 
of coal, 88 days' supply of home 
fuel oil, 34 days' supply of indus- 
trial fuel oil, and 122 days' sup- 
ply of kerosene. 


Natural gas is more of a prob- 


lem of distribution than supply. 
Demand has been running ahead 
of the laying of pipelines. In states 
where shortages could occur this 
winter, the federal government has 
curbed the extension of service to 
new customers. In a pinch, indus- 
trial users would be cut off first, 
to keep homes warm. But gasmen 
say only a severe winter could 
threaten that and only for short 
periods. 


Federal 
oil experts, however, 


continue to warn of possible ra- 
tioniing unless oil production is 
increased, both here and abroad. 


Industry Ready 


The Oil Heat Institute of Amer- 


ica, representing those who sell 
oil burners, decries all talk of 
shortages and says the industry 
can meet all demands—although 


heating oil needs are estimated as 
20 per cent higher than last year. 
A half million oil burners have 
been installed this year, or 47 per 
cent more than at the same timt 
last year. 


The American Petroleum Insti- 


tute estimates that U. S. refineryjf- 
capacity is now 7,040,650 barrels 
a day, compared with 6.856,950 
barrels at the start of the year.

They 
say you just can't tell what he's 
liable to talk about, and it's been 
that way for years, even in his 
pre-network Washington days.

Godfrey jumped at the chance 


became he's sincerely interested 
in 'world affairs. It cost him 
money to be away from a wqpk's 
radio activities; CBS didn't pay 
him. yet he had to pay his sizable 
staff their weekly salaries.

On his return, July 16, Godfrey 


got on his 'Talent Scouts" show 
and began urging his listeners to 
write to their Congressmen. He 
wanted thern to pressure their 
representatives to back up Eisen- 
hower with some action. Then he 
backed into the price control prob- 
lem. 


"You've got to do that (write)

Nevertheless, criticism contin- 


ued. Some of it must have come 
from influential places, because

U. S. Soldiers in Far East How to Swim Under Fire

TOKYO—(NEA)—The Ameri- 


can Red Cross has gone in for 
combat training. 


In a chain of acquatic schools in 


Japan, Guam, Okinawa and the 
Philippines, it's teaching- Ameri- 
can soldiers how to swim under 
fire. 


• Endorsed by Gen. Matthew B. 


Ride-way RS commander of 
Far 


Eastern Forces, soon even,' U.S. 
sen-iceman will be taught the 
know-how of swimming with full 
battle-gear while enemy bullets 
splash nearby. 


The Red Cross already has 


qualified 222 instructors in seven 


schools in the Far East and five 
additional schools are planned. 
• • • 


Approximately JOOC U. 8. •ol- 


diers have been trained. Mean- 
while other command schools are 
expanding as military conditions 
permit to include instruction of 
troops in Korea. 


Combat swimming, according 


to Gerald Coron. Canton, O., Red 
Cross Safety Services director in 
the Far East, differs from recrea- 
tional or competitive swimming 
in the the object is survival. 


Under conditions of war, Coron 


pointed out, men must stay afloat 
as long as possible with the least 


possible loss of energy. 


At times it in necessary to 


swim silently toward* tactical ob- 
jectives. A careless aplash could 
bring a hail of machine-gun slugs. 
On other occasions men must 
splash their way safely through 
waters aflame with burning oil 
or gasoline. Panic could cause 
needless death.* • • 


Combat nwimming also teaches 


how to take advantage of the 
buoyancy of field clothing and 
equipment. 


Working in pools and in pound- 


ing surf, students learn such prac- 
tical tips as: 


Shirttaili and trouser legs must 


be pulled out for underwater 
swimming to avoid air pockets. 


An inflated shirt also gives add- 


ed buoyancy. Trousers removed, 
soaked, and with knots in the leg*, 
can be inflated by simply swing- 
ing overhead and down into the 
water. 


A field pack should not be shed. 


Properly packed it will keep a 
non-swimmer afloat for 20 to 40 
minutes. 


Improvised floats can be con- 


structed hastily of canvas and 
sticks, or rifles, to transport crew- 
served weapons such as heavy 
machineguns and mortars.

There are some types of hair 


that seem to resist almost any 
curling methods that their despe- 
rate owners try.

Rubinstein said he now is presi- 


dent of the Midway Victor Oil Co., 
of Texas; Mid-City Property, Inc.; 
New York and Carolina Property, 
Inc., a real estate operating firm. 
His current assets, his attorney 
said, are "too complicated" to de- 
scribe.

Has No Power 


Then he announced he has no 


power to take part in the debate 
and said his government would 
need 10 days to get a high-rank- 
ing representative here from Teh- 
ran to present its case. Jebb pro- 
tested, but there was no way of 
getting around the delay. 
It is 


traditional in the UN that a gov- 
ernment must have time to get its 
chosen 
representative to New 


York. 


There still was no answer here 


to the question whether Iran's 
aged premier, Mohammed Mossa- 
degh, would come to New York to 
make a personal appeal to the 
council. 
Some delegates under- 


stood Ardalan to mean that the 
high representative he referred to 
was Mossadehg, but he was careful 
to point out that he had not said 
Mossadegh was coming. 


Mossadegh to Head It 


In Tehran, Deputy Premier Hos- 


sein Fatemi said last night that if 
Iran finally decides to send a dele- 
gation, Mossadegh would head it. 


He reiterated that Iran still in- 


sist* that the last British techni- 
cians leave the refinery center qf 
Abadan by Thursday morning. 


Thursday is the deadline set by 


Iran for the final withdrawal of 
tht 350 British technicians remain- 
ing there. 


Meanwhile Jebb informed the 


council of Britain's decision to pull 
British personnel out tomorrow be- 
cause of "intolerable conditions of 
life." 


.Calls It Arbitrary 


"This fact," Jebb said, "does not 


detract In the slightest from the 
urgency of the situation. The 
council ought to indicate to the 
Iranian government that it should 
Hot proceed in this arbitrary man- 
ner and that its latest arbitrary 
action should therefore be rescind- 
ed before the ultimatum expires." 


By agreeing to the 10-day delay, 


the council accepted the fact that 
nothing could be done in time to 
head off the expulsion of the Brit- 
ish personnel. The delay also made 
It extremely unlikely that the 
council would approve a Britsih 
resolution calling on Iran to per- 


mit the British technicians to re- 
main at Abadan. 


Russia Out-Voted 


Jebb opened the debate yester- 


day after Russia's Semyon K. Tsa- 
rapkin was defeated 9 to 2 in an 
effort to toss the whole British- 
Iranian dispute out of the coun- 
cil. 
Only Yugoslavia voted with 


Russia, against airing the dispute.

Both Admit It 


"Both Gabrielson and William 


M. Boyle jr., the Democratic na- 
tional chairman, have acknowl- 
edged that they interceded with 
the RFC concerning loans to cli- 
ents who paid them feee," Wil- 
liams said. 


"Both men contend they used no 


political influence. But no mat- 
ter how hard they try, they can't 
get away from the fact they do 
have influence—political 
influ- 


ence—and that a telephone call or 
visit from them in behalf of a cli- 
ent is bound to carry more weight 
with a government agency than 
if someone else did it." 


Williams said he sees no dif- 


ference between a majority and 
minority party in that respect, 
since no government official can 


be sure whether the next election 
won't reverse positions.
